In response t o  your appeal ,  dated February 17, 1995, an inspect ion was 
conducted a t  310 Cypress, Unit " C " .  This inspect ion revealed t h a t  
extensive s t r u c t u r a l ,  e l e c t r i c a l ,  plumbing and mechanical work wi l l  be 
required i n  order t o  b r i n g  t h i s  u n i t  i n t o  code compliance. 

The permit t h a t  was issued f o r  Code Enforcement Repairs d i d  not cover the 
extent of work required, nor was the City aware of the ex ten t  of work 
required un t i l  the  i n t e r i o r  f l o o r ,  wall and c e i l i n g  f i n i s h e s  were removed 
and a pre-inspection conducted on February 10, 1995. 

The permit f o r  Code Enforcement Repairs was voided and a Notice of Public 
Nuisance and Order t o  Abate by demolition was issued February 13, 1995 
due t o  the f a c t  t h a t  almost a l l  of the foundation, framing, w i r i n g ,  
plumbing and mechanical systems were e i t h e r  substandard,  d e t e r i o r a t e d  o r  
removed. 

I wil l  expand o n  t h a t  o rde r  of February 13, 1995 so t h a t  you w i l l  have a 
c l e a r  understanding of what wil l  be required t o  secure a permit and 
r e b u i l d  t h i s  u n i t .
